During the past few years home furnishings 
have received more thought from manufac- 
turers than ever before. New products have 
emerged which give the designer an endless 
variety of materials with which to create indi- 
vidual effects of a character entirely their own 
rather than being suggestive of other styles. 
There are inexpensive synthetic fabrics distin- 
guished by textures and paiterns which may 
be employed in either traditional or Modern 
ensembles; imitation leathers, and modern 
plastics, unrelated to other materials, which 
may be used for table tops, paneling, furni- 
ture hardware and lighting fixtures. 

Interior designers, in new efforts to achieve 
charm inexpensively, are more and more em- 
ploying simplicity in backgrounds as an effec- 
tive foil for lovely furniture and color schemes. 
They know from experience that design in its 
best phase is not dependent upon embellish- 
ment. And inasmuch as simplicity is the out- 
standing characteristic of the Modern style, 
it is frequently resorted to in creating budget 
rooms cheaply.

In the large group of Mohammedan glass 
there are a number of splendid mosque lamps. 
such as might have been presented to the 
mosques by wealthy potentates. They rep- 
resent a still different technique, that of gild- 
ing or applying enamel in clear bright colors 
as superimposed decoration. It is interesting 
to note that the famous Syrian blue which 
always arouses pleased comment has no oxide 
base as have most of the other colors, but 
was obtained by the mixture of ground lapis 
lazuli and colorless glass. 

Though glass making has never been as 
important an art in China as the fabrication 
of porcelain their craftsmen have produced 
some unusual and fascinating work.  Ex- 
quisite small pieces. including a variety of 
snuff bottles engraved with imperial insignia. 
suggest their great ingenuity. 

Venice holds a unique place in the history 
of glass making. for in no other one place 
have there been concentrated so many master 
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craftsmen. Glass was made there as early 
as the eleventh century, and by the thir- 
teenth century the industry had been incor- 
porated and segregated to the island of 
Murano where it has continued to flourish 
But it was sixteenth century Venetian glass 
which achieved the greatest fame and it is 
models from that era that are still being re- 
produced to this day.

indicates a style and grace quite apart from 
their Old World prototypes. The name of 
Stiegel as applied to a certain kind of glass 
is outstanding, though his personal efforts 
to control the American glass market cov- 
ered only a short period of years. The clear 
glass mugs and pitchers decorated with col- 
ored enamels are not unlike similar glass from 
southern Germany. 

Because very little cut glass was made 
here in the early Nineteenth Century the 
“three-mold” glass was developed imitating 
the cut glass patterns and shapes. Shortly 
thereafter (1827) the pressing machine was 
invented which marked greater progress than 
any one change since the introduction of 
blown glass. 

There followed a great imitative period 
until 1878 when a “renascence in_ glass 
began.” At that time Gallé in France was 
designing highly individual pieces which were 
much copied, but to René Lalique goes most 
of the credit for our present keen apprecia- 
tion of modern glass. To him its trans- 
parency and luminosity are more important

A superb Chinois scenic wall paper 
representing a florid landscape with color- 
ful figures, developed in beige, gray and pink, 
aroused much admiration. 

W. H. S. Lloyd presented a showing of 
their newest English papers which had arrived 
just the day before the exhibition opened. 
Among these were several heavily textured 
tweed patterns, very, very chic and very, very 
adaptable for Modern walls.

Muro Guild had on display several exam- 
ples of their fine murals, every one a work of 
art, which are designed and painted to order 
for interior designers. These are specially 
executed from sketches which are submitted 
for any room or any space. The designs in a 
colorful rococo treatment are especially in- 
teresting, but this firm can create a_back- 
ground in any style of decoration. 

If finding the “right” wall paper for a 
game room has you down, then lose no time 
in seeing the brand-new design by Becker. 
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Smith & Page which looks for all the world 
as though it came from Japan. Colorings, too, 
are the way you want them: cerise, white.

Columbia has the distinction of being the 
only American city to be laid out before a 
house was built, with the exception of our na- 
tional Capitol, and Milledgeville, Georgia. 
When Columbia was laid out, one of the set- 
Mets remarked that “a fine cotton plantation 
had been spoiled to make a damn poor town.” 

During the Civil War, General Sherman 
Hdestroyed by fire the prosperity and growth 
of eight decades. A church, in which the 
Secession Convention was held, escaped the 
flames that destroyed the city only through 
the ignorance of a slave, who was asked by 
a Union soldier to point out the place. A 
structure was indicated which thereby met the 
fate intended for the church.

The lovely old Colonial home of John 
Jacob Seibels was one of the few that es- 
caped this destruction. Three times the house 
was set on fire by the Federal soldiers, and 
as many times put out by the faithful slaves. 
Since its erection in 1785, this date being 
found on a beam in the cellar, five genera- 
tions of the same family have lived beneath 
its roof. The exterior of the lower story is 
of red brick, with white blinds, giving pleas- 
ing contrast; the second story is of narrow 
white clapboards, with emerald green blinds. 
Small paned windows are used. The roof 
is of gray-brown shingles. One enters the 
house from a simple Colonial porch leading 
through an imposing Georgian doorway, into 
a central hall. Here can be had a glimpse 
of the small living room in which can be 
seen a Sheraton escritoire, small in scale, 
a museum piece. The furniture throughout 
this and the other rooms consists solely of 
antique pieces. 




















The hall is one of beauty and elegance. 
The four doorways are framed with reeded 
pilasters supporting entablatures with broken 
pediments, and urn finials. Papered walls, 
plaster decorated ceiling, from which is hung 


an exquisite, antique crystal chandelier, 
and Persian carpets admirably set off 
the fine mahogany furniture. Worthy 


of especial mention is the old transitional 
chair, clearly shown in the photograph, and 
a pair of 19th Century settles, one of which 
is placed in the wall space at the rear of 
the entrance hall. The ivory woodwork and 
the mahogany doors with their fine grained 
paneling, and old brass hardware are used 
here as well as throughout the entire house. 

The keynote of the dining room is for- 
mality. It is of good size, nearly square, 
and large enough to hold without crowding, 
the handsome collection of original furniture. 

Among these is a pair of Hepplewhite side- 
boards with serving table to match, and spa- 
cious dining drum table, with interesting 
transitional chairs of Chippendale inspiration. 
A cabinet that occupies a large part of one 
wall is filled with the family silver, Georgian 
in design, engraved with the Seibels’ coat 
of arms. Adding to the comfort as well as 
to the beauty, is a large open fireplace in 
the center of the rear wall. On each side 
of the mantle shelf is an antique Chelsea 


Master bedroom, showing the old French baroque bed. 


urn, and in the center, a rare French clock 
of the late 18th Century. The old brass 
fender, andirons and fire set intensify the 
beauty of the classic mantle, and a fine 
old family portrait lends additional charm, 
On the right is hung an unusually large 
girandole, brought from Lady 
home in England.

The first Mrs. John Jacob Seibels was 
Sarah Temple, so the Temple coat of arms 
is shown on the front wall.

Additional character is given the room by the 
beauty of lustrous family plate and crystal.

the Atlantic. Some of these are topped with 
linoleum insets and are extremely practical 
as well as good-looking; others have pewter 
trays so fitted into the top that they can 
be lifted out and thus simplify handling, 
There are some excellent side chairs, too, 
both for the garden and the drawing-room, 
that are simple but of good lines. Professor 
Josef Frank from Vienna is responsible for 
several of them, so perhaps we should not 
identify them as Swedish despite the fact 
that he is now working in Stockholm and his 
furniture designs are being executed there. 

Carl Malmsten, one of Stockholm’s well. 
known architects, is a forceful designer of 
furniture who has specialized on cabinets of 
various forms. He combines woods _ inter- 
estingly, and though his inlaid cabinets are 
looked upon as outstanding Swedish design 

as indeed they are—they are rendered by 
an Italian! In other pieces Malmsten skill- 
fully combines native woods so that the grain 
produces the pattern. His sense of design 
is as true as his appreciation of scale. 

There are many excellent fabrics in Swe- 
den, some that seem created especially for 
the American interior. They understand and 
employ unusual weaves and interesting com- 
binations of textures; their colors are a bit 
on the dull side, and without subtlety, al- 
though they make excellent use of off-white. 
Most of them look hand-woven with patterns 
of comparable simplicity. Their table linens 
are fascinating, and receive as much planning 
and thought as would the dining-table or the 
chairs. Both colors and patterns are selected 
to harmonize with the porcelain and the sil- 
ver and glassware. But don’t go to Sweden 
looking for good  wallpapers—we have 
them all right here, anyhow—for the favorite 
wallcovering in Stockholm seems to be the 
good old oatmeal paper.

fabrics included gleaming satins of pure silk. 
rough knubby materials in novel effects, lieavy 
damasks, and casement cloths—all available 
in any color. The trimmings, individual! and 
designed with much artistry, included unusual 
fringes, of the loop, tassel and ball varie. 
ties, and edgings and bandings in limitless 
color combinations. 

The fine collection of luxurious fabries 
shown by Johnson & Faulkner included this 
firm’s new damasks, velvets and brocatelles, 
One broché that we admired—and which your 
client will covet—has a metallic silver back- 
ground bearing a splashy design of pale blue 
leaves and pink flowers: similarly striking 
was the Velours Lamballe, a gorgeous fabric 
of wide alternating satin and velvet stripes in 
a variety of different plain colors. A new 
chintz, in a floral pattern developed in tones 
of rose and mauve on plum, aroused consider- 
able interest because of its perfect compat- 
ibility with that lone wolf of colors, rust!- 
an example of which was shown with it. 

Lace panels of cut work and embroidery, 
lovely gauzes and handsome embroidered nets, 
were the principals in the showing of fabrics 
by S. W. Heim & Co. But, besides these, 
there was a peach moiré stripe and _ three 
fetching damasks which you will admire: one, 
a mauve and beige example, showing a pat- 
tern of festoons and flowers; another, of a 
deep Burgundy color, with a self-colored pat- 
tern of festoons and flowers; and the third, 
bearing exotic blue and yellow flowers in a 
flowing all-over pattern on a white ground. 

Stroheim & Romann showed a new Chinese 
brocade developed in brown and_ beige—all 
very rococo and a logical solution to the prob- 
lem of finding a really distinctive fabric for 
an English or French 18th Century room. 
Other pure silk materials by this firm were 
represented by a handsome brocade bearing 
flowers and stripes in green, silver and scarlet 
on gray, a self-colored white organzine silk da 
mask, and a green and rust lampas with a 
floral pattern in a trellis arrangement. In 
addition there were an interesting and very 
adaptable hammered satin in a pleasing dul 
effect for Modern work, a fine brocade peach 
satin bearing a graceful flowing design of blue 
flowers, and a richly figured silk velvet with 
a small Renaissance floral pattern in colors.

ginning with expensive but long weariny ma- 
terials in the outset and avoiding the redeco. 
rating expense. There is much to recommend 
both practices. 

For instance, if the house or apartment js 
rented or leased, or alterations in decorative 
style are desired with the changing seasons, jt 
will be expedient to recommend the first plan 
for draperies and wall coverings; but other. 
wise it is seldom satisfactory except in ex. 
treme cases when budget limitations will per- 
mit only the minimum investment.  Con- 
versely, if the background of the interior is 
fixed in architectural style as to woodwork, 
fireplace and mantel, doors and windows, the 
décor should be an equally enduring char- 
acter consistent with it. Only then will such 
anachronisms as Georgian furniture combined 
with Tudor paneling be averted. 

Progressive assembling is the third method 
of designing an interior with a minimum 
initial outlay of money. A system of discrim- 
inating purchasing is recommended for either 
the simple or the luxurious interior, and ae- 
quiring fine things on a gradual scale—the 
furniture and floor coverings one season, the 
draperies and accessories the next—is cer 
tainly to be recommended in preference to a 
complete installation of mediocre furnishings. 
By following this plan of progressive assem- 
bling it is possible for the client to have in a 
short while a home that is decoratively com- 
plete in every way. Actually it will be found 
upon investigation that all three of the fore. 
going methods of design are employed, in 
varying degrees, in the designing of virtually 
every project that the interior designer under- 
takes for his client. 

In seeking individuality for the interior the 
designer should not be timorous either in his 
budget or decorative plan, for the resultant 
charm may depend on mantaining a certain 
balance throughout for a particular effect. 
Strive for spontaneity and originality. Cer 
tainly price is the last thing a budget room 
is to suggest! If the budget permits but a 
small outlay, it should be distributed propor- 
tionately so that money is spent where it will 
insure the most value. 

Furniture is one of the items which the de- 
signer can safely make but few, if any, econ-

cerned. Buy only furniture of a high <tand- 
ard. The only saving here will be in redue- 
ing the number of pieces. Frequently one or 
two important pieces of furniture, such as 4 
sofa, commode or large table, can be th 
nucleus for incidental pieces that are adde: 
later. This economy of buying fewer articles 
is recommended because it is not necessary 
today to include as much furniture in a roon 
as formerly, and is certainly preferable ° 
having the client disappointed in her 
chases after a few months... It should be 
membered that furniture cannot be easily d 
carded for a passing style, and that mz 
pieces lose their decorative effect because th 
are not placed advantageously in the room. 

Above all, provision should be made f 
adequate floor coverings, although this ite 
does not lend itself easily to the budget. F! 
coverings are for permanance, and in ect 
mizing on rugs, as in all expenditures wh. 
considerable money is involved, the items wu 
der consideration should be submitted to 
many tests for quality, and reviewed with an 
eye to their wear and future adaptability to 
changing styles. 

Textiles supply vitality to the decorative 
scheme, and the most effective way of achiev- 
ing a desired effect in the newest trends of 
design with the minimum outlay of money is 
with drapery and upholstery fabrics. These 
can be changed from time to time to meet the 
decorative exigencies of the season, and such 
transformations do not require a great outlay 
of money if the fabrics are selected for their 
enduring qualities of weave and design. 

Although wall finishes are expensive and 
dificult to change frequently, do not elimi- 
nate structural changes from the limited bud- 
get without first giving them deliberate con- 
sideration. Usually they supply so much 
architectural interest that, in the room being 
permanence, more expensive 
items such as imposing cabinet furniture can

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riod, it is sometimes a matter of exp: diency 
in saving money to establish style interest by 
substituting inexpensive, relatively imperma- 
nent materials and finishes for more expensive 
ones. Thus standardized moldings and trim 
can be substituted for expensive handcarved 
woodwork; wall paper, plywood paneling and 
wood veneer on a fabric backing, for expen. 
sive wood paneling; marbleized and quilted 
effects printed on wall paper, for the genuine 
materials; embossed wall board, sheet tiling 
and enameled brick in tile patterns, for tile 
and mosaic; and linoleum, rubber tiles and 
magnesium compositions for marble flooring. 

Likewise where large, elaborate pieces of 
furniture are out of scale with their back- 
ground, even in pretentious houses, the simple 
pieces in natural finish, or painted and deco- 
rated, may be substituted with pleasing re- 
sults. Maple and limed oak look well with 
draperies, upholstery and rugs of moderate 
cost, and will mean a decided economy be- 
cause the accessories required will be cor- 
respondingly scaled in price. 

The foregoing suggestions hardly pretend 
to satisfy specific problems confronting the de- 
signer having to assemble a beautiful room 
on little money, but the facts offered may be 
of value as a compendium of ways that many 
problems have already been solved. It should 
be remembered that for most clients a curtail- 
ment of income is usually temporary rather 
than permanent, and it is the duty of the in- 
terior designer to lay the foundation for 
greater business in the future by spending 
the client’s money for décor which is_basi- 
cally worth while and of permanent value. 
Economize on the things that can be replaced 
in a scheme: hang unlined curtains, use slip § 
covers instead of upholstery coverings which 
can be supplied later; or a sofa may be se- 
lected in a temporary sateen covering and be 
made the dominant note of the color scheme. 
The client’s appreciation will then be regis- 
tered in the future by constant recourse to 
the designer’s shop for more and better things.
